Overview
The United States Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) through the Community Development Block
Grant (CDBG) program provides communities with resources to address a wide range of unique community
development needs. The CDBG Program provides annual grants on a formula basis to Entitlement Communities as a
means to support viable communities by providing decent housing, a suitable living environment, and opportunities
to expand economic opportunities, principally for low-and moderate-income persons.

The CDBG Program has three national objectives:
e Provide a direct benefit(s) to low to moderate income households
e Prevent or eliminate slum or blight
e Address an urgent need or problem within the community

Annually, the City of Anniston Community Development Department requests proposals from local non-profit
organizations and government entities to carry out eligible activities in the City. This funding application is for the
period beginning October 1, 2020 through September 30, 2021.

A Selection Committee will review all applications for compliance with requirements and make funding
recommendations to the City Council. Recommendations for grant awards will be provided to the City Council during
the month of August 2020.

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CDBG QUALIFING CRITERIA

The criteria for how a CDBG activities benefit low and moderate income (L/M) persons are categorized as follows:

1.) Area Benefit Activities - these activities must benefit all residents in a particular service area, where
at least 51% (for water, sewer, and flood control projects) or 51% (for capital improvement projects) of
persons in the service area are low- and moderate-income, per most recent U.S. Census Data.

e The service area is determined based upon the nature of the activity, location of the activity,
accessibility issues, availability of comparable activities, and boundaries for public facilities and
public services. Service area must be determined prior to provision of CDBG assistance.

o Examples of eligible activities include infrastructure, public facilities, and economic development.
